31 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners herein responds in 

32 part to the State of Florida mandate to reduce material deposited 

33 in landfills by amending standards for recycling facilities to 

34 encourage their development and buffer adjacent land uses; and 

35 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has determined that 

36 standards are needed for the siting and screening of garbage 

37 dumpsters to protect adjacent residences from visual, noise and 

38 odor pollution; and 


39 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has directed the 

40 adoption of Major Intersection Criteria to adequately separate 

41 certain intense uses in the Community Commercial and General

5 construction and inconsistencies and to make other minor technical 

6 changes in the Code of Laws and Ordinances, Palm Beach County,
